Abbe Ricci, 
Conſultor of the Holy Office; of 
Reverend Father M. Laurence Bran- 
cati de Laurea, Religious of the Or- 


der of St. Francis, Conſultor and 


Qualificator of the Holy Office, and 
Bibliothecarian of the Vatican; and 
of M. | Abbe Gradi, Conſultor of 
the Congregation del Indice, and 
Bibliothecarian of the Vatican; that 
is, by the chief Men in Rome for Pie- 
ty and Learning.

Will the Church never be able to 
perſwade her Children, now become 
her Adverſaries, neither by the Expo- 
ſition of her Faith, nor by the Deci- 


ſions of her Councils, nor by the 


Prayers in her Sacrifice, that her Be. 
lief is, ſhe can have no Life but in 
JESUS CHRIST, and that ſhe has no 
Hope but in him? This Hope is ſo firm, 
it makes the Children of God, who 


walk faithfullyin his Ways, find 4 Peace 


which ſurpaſſeth all Under- Phil. 4.7. 
ſtanding, as the Apoſtle te!'s us. But 
tho' this Hope be ſtronger than the 
Promiſes and Menaces of the World, 
and ſufficient to calm the Troubles 
of our Conſciences ; yet it does not 
wholly extinguith Fear : For tho' 
we be aſſured God will never aban- 
don us of his own Accord, yet we 
are never certain we ſhall not loſe him 
by our own Fault, in rejecting his In- 
ſpirations. He has been pleaſed by his 
ſaving fear to mitigate that confidence 
which he has infuſed into his Chil- 
dren, becauſe, as St. Auguſtine tells us, 
ſuch is our Infirmity in this Place of 

| E Temptations 
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Temptations and Dangers, that an ab- 
ſolute Security would produce tepidi- 
ty and pride in us, whereas this Fear, 
which, according to the Apoſtles 
Phil. z. 12. Command, makes 1s work out 


our Salvation with Trembling, renders - 


us more vigilant, and makes us rely 
with a more humble Dependance up- 


on him who works in us by his Grace, 


Ibid. 13. both to will, and to do, accord- 
ing to his good Pleaſure, as the ſame 
St. Paul exprefles it. 

Thus you have ſeen what is moſt 
neceſſary in the Doctrine of Juſtiti- 
cation; and our Adverſaries would 
be very unreaſonable, if they ſhould 
not confeſs that this Doctrine ſuffices 
to teach Chriſtians they are obliged 
to refer all the Glory of their Salvati- 
on to God through FESUS CHRIST, 

If the Miniſters after this ſhould go 
about to move Queſtions about Sub- 
tilties, it is good to advertiſe them, 
that it becomes them not now to be ſo 
ſcrupulous in our Behalfs, after ha- 
ing granted what they have done to 
the Lutherans, and their own Bre- 

thren, 
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thren, concerning Predeſtination and 
Grace. This their Conduct towards 
them, ought to have taught them in 
this Matter to reduce themſelves to 
what is abſolutely neceſſary for the 
Eſtabliſhment of the Foundations 


of Chriſtian Piety. 


But if they could but once reſolve 
to prefix theſe Limits to themſelves ; 
they would be preſently ſatisfied, and 
they would ceaſe to accuſe us of an- 
nulling the Grace of God, by attri- 
buting all to our good Works ; ſee- 
ing we have ſhown them in ſuch clear 
Terms of the Council of Trent, theſe 
three Points, ſo decifive as to this mat- 
ter; That our Sins are pardoned 4s out 


of pure Mercy, for the Sake of TESUS 


CHRIST; That we are indebted for 
that Juſtice which is in us by the Holy 
Ghoſt to a Liberality gratis beſtowed upon 
us; and that all the good Works we do are 
but ſo many Gifts of his Grace. 

And indeed we mutt acknowledge, 
that the learned of their Party do 
not contend ſo much of late about 


this Subject, as they did formerly, and 


there are but few who do not now 
| E 2 confeſs, 
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confeſs, there ought not to have 
been a Breach upon this Point. But 
if this important Difficulty about 
Juſtification, upon which their firſt 
Authors laid all their Streſs, be not 
looked upon now as eſſential by the 
wiſeſt Perſons amongſt them, we 
leave them to think What they 
ought to judge of their Separation, 
and what Hopes there would be 
of an Union, if they would but o— 
vercome their Prejudice, and quit 
the Spirit of Contention. 


SECT, VII. 


Satisfact ions, Purgatory, and Indulgences. 


W muſt farther explicate after 
What Manner we believe 


we can make Satisfaction to God 
through his Grace, to the End we 
may not leave any Doubt upon this 
Matter uncleared. 

Catholicks unanimouſly teach, that 
FESUS CHRIST God, and Man, 
Was ſolely capable, through the infi- 
nite, Dignity of his Perſon, to offer 
up to God a ſufficient Satisfaction for 
Cur Sins, But having ſatisfied ſuper- 

NS * abundantly, 
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abundantly, he could apply this infi- 
nite Satisfaction after two Manners : 

either by an entire Remiſſion, with- 
out reſerving any Puniſhment: or elſe 


by changing a greater Puniſhment, 


into a leſs, that is, an eternal Pain in- 
to a temporal. This firſt Manner be- 
ing more compleat, and more con- 
formable to his Goodneſs, he makes 
Uſe of it immediately in Baptiſm : 

but we believe he makes Uſe of the 


ſecond in the Pardon he grants to 


thoſe who fall after Baptitm, being 
carried in ſome Manner to it by the 
Ingratitude of thoſe who have abu- 
ſed his firſt Gifts; ſo as they are to 
ſuffer ſome temporal Pain, tho” the. 
eternal be remitted. 

It muſt not be hence concluded, 
that JESUS CHRIST has not fully 
ſatisfied for us; but, on the contrary 
that having obtained an abſolute 
Dominion over us, by the infinite 
Price he has given for our Salvation 
he grangs us Pardon, upon what Con- 
dition, What Law, or with what 
Reftriction it pleaſes him. 

We ſhould be injurious and un-

| grateful to our Saviour, ſhould we 
dare to deny the infinite Value of his 
- Merits; under Pretence that when he 
pardons us the Sin of Adam, he does 
not at the ſame time free us from all 
the Conſequences of it, but leaves us 
ſtill ſubject to Death, and ſo many 
other corporeal and ſpiritual Infirmi: 
tics, Which this Sin brought upon us. 
It ſuffices that FESUS CHRIST has 
Once paid the Price by which we 


mall be one Day entirely freed from 


the Evils which overwhelm us; it is 


cour Parts to embrace with Humility 


and Thankſgiving every Part of his 
Benefits, by conſidering by what Pro- 


3 55 it pleaſes him to procure our 


eliverance according to that Or. 
der Which his Wiſdom has eſtabliſh: 
ed for our Good, and for a more 
clear Manifeſtation of his Bounty 


and Juſtice. 


Upon the like Account we ought 
not to think it ſtrange, that he, who 
has ſhown us ſo great Mercy in Bap- 
tiſm, ſhould be more ſevere: towards 
us, after our having violated our holy 
Promiſes. It is juſt, yes and youre 

| cia 
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cial to our Salvation, that God in 
remitting our Sin together with 
the eternal Pain which we deſerved - 
for it, ſhould exact of us ſome tem- 

ral Pain to retain us in our Duties; 
leſt if we ſhould be too ſpeedily freed 
from the Bonds of Juſtice, we ſhould 
abandon our ſelves to a temerarious 
Confidenee, abuſing the Facility of 
2 Pardon. | | 

It is then to ſatisfie this Obligati- 
on, we are ſubjected to ſome painful 
Works, which we muſt accompliſh 
in the Spirit of Humility and Pe- 


. nance; and it was the Neceſſity of 


theſe ſatisfactory Works which obli- 
ged the Primitive Church to im- 
poſe upon Penitents thoſe Pains cal 
led Canonical. | | 
When therefore ſhe impoſes upon 


Sinners painful and laborious Works, 


and they undergo them with Humilt- 
ty, this is called Satisfaction; andwhen 
regarding the Fervour of the Peni- 
tents, or ſome other Good Works

ther ſuch like Things; concerning 
which this Holy Council demands 
great Moderation, blaming thoſewho 
divulgewhat is uncertain or ſuſpected. 

Such is the innocent and holy Doc- 
trine of the Catholic Church touch- 
ing Satisfactions, which has been im- 


; puted to her as ſo great a Crime. If af- 
ter this Explication, thoſe of the pre- 
ended Reform'd Religion accuſe us of 


injuring the Satisfaction of FESUS

for by that means they would have 
been freed from the Argument which 
Catholicks drew from this Practice 
to prove that Original Defect. But 
as I juſt now ſaid, thoſe who find 
ſome Truths firmly eſtabliſhed, have 
un not the Boldneſs, or rather Impu- 
dence to overthrow all. Let the Cal. 
W275 ingeuouſly confeſs the Truth; 
they would have been well pleaſed to 


le acknowledge in the Euchariſt the Bo- 
dy of our Bleſſed Saviour only figu- 
ratively,

- In moſt other Diſputes, when theſe 
Gentlemen hear us with Calmneſs, 
they find the Difficulties vaniſh, and 
that they are more offended with 
Words, than with the Things them. 
ſelves. On the contrary, upon this ſub- 
ject we agree, more about the manner 
of ſpeaking ; becauſe both ſides uſe 
the Words of real Participation, and 
the like : But the fuller we explicate 
our ſelves, the more we find our ſelves 
oppoſed ; becauſe our Adverfaries do 
not receive all the Conſequences of 


thoſe Truths which they admit, be- 


ing diſcouraged (as I ſaid) by the 
Difficulties which Senſe and human 
Reaſon find in theſe Conſequences; 

This is therefore; to ſay truly, the 


moſt difficult of our Controverſies, 
and that in which we are moſt op 


poſite to one another.

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e we: and he has alſo permitted the 
+ calviniſts, ſhould declare this Doc. 
ly © trine to have no Poiſon in it; that 
it does not ſubvert the Foundations 
of Salvation and Faith; and that it 
ought not to break Communion be- 
twixt Brethren. 

Let thoſe of the pretended reform'd 
Religion, Who think ſeriouſly of their 
Salvation, render themſelves here at- 
tentive to that Order, which the di- 
vine Providence makes uſe of to bring 
them inſenſibhly nearer to us and 
Truth. One may either entirely dif- 
ſipate all the other Grounds of their 
Complaints; or at leaſt, reduce them 
to very few Heads, with a little ex. 
plication. In this where we cannot 
hope to conquer by this Method, 
they have themſelves removed the 
chief Difficulty, by declaring this 
Doctrine to contain nothing in it con- 
trary to Salvation, or to the Funda- 
mentals of Religion, © 

It is true, the Lutherans, tho they 
concur with us in the Ground of the 
Reality, yet admit not all the Conſe- 
quences of it. They put Bread to-

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gether with the Body of FESps 
CHRIST; ſome of them reject the 
Adoration; and they ſeem to acknow: 
ledge the real Preſence only in the 
act of Receiving. But all the Sub. 
tilty of the Miniſters can never per. 
| ſwade ingenious and underſtand. 
ingPerſons, but that, if they maintain 
the real Preſence, which is the moſt 
important and the moſt difficult point, 
they ought alſo to maintain the reſt, 
Moreover, the ſame Providence, 
Which labours ſecretly for our near. 
er Union, and lays the Foundations 

of Reconciliation and of Peace in © 
the midſt of Bitterneſs and Diſputes, ll © 
has farther permitted the Calvinifts d 
toallow, that ſuppoſing theſe Words, 
This is my Body, ought to be taken in 
a litteral Senſe, Catholicks reaſon bet. c 
ter, and more conſequently than the

If I relate not the Paſſages which “ 
have been ſo often cited on this Ac.

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ſuppoſed, our Doctrine is that which 
moſt naturally follows. | 

It is then an eſtabliſhed Truth, that 
our Doctrine in this Point contains 
nothing but the real Preſence rightly 
underſtood. But we muſt not ſtop 
there; and we beſeech the pretended 
Reform'd to conſider, we make uſe of 
no other things to explicate the Sa- 
crifice of the Euchariſt, but only ſuch 
asare neceflarily included in this Rea-- 
lity of Preſence. 1 

If it ſhould be asked of us after 
this, how it comes then to paſs the 
Lutherans, Who believe the real Pre- 
ſence, ſhould nevertheleſs reject the 
Sacrifice, Which is according to us, 
only a Conſequence of it: our Anſwer 
js in one Word, that this Doctrine 
muſt be numbred amongſt the other 
Conſequences of the real Preſence, 
which theſe Lutherans have not un- 
derſtood, and which we have penc- 
trated much better than they as the 
Caluinifts themſelves confeſs. 

If our Explications perſwade theſe 
laſt, that our Doctrine about the Sa- 
crifice is included in that of the real 
_ Preſence,

Preſence, they ought to ſee clearly 
that this mightyDiſpute of the Sacrt- 
fice of the Maſs, which has filled ſo 
many Volumes, and occaſioned ſo 
many Invectives, ought from hence. 
"forwards to be retrenched from the 
Body of their Controverſies, becauſe 
this Point has not now any particu- 
lar Difficulty, and (which is much 
more important) becauſe this Sacri. 
fice, againſt which they have ſo great 
Repugnance, is no other but a ne- 
ceflary Conſequence and a natural 
Explication of a Doctrine, which ac- 
cording to them, has no Venom im it. 
Let them now examin themſelves, 
and after this, try before God whe 
ther they have ſo much Reaſon, a:

SECT. XVII. 
Communion under both Kinds. 


Here remains one other Conſe 
; quence of this Doctrine to be 
examined, which is, that F EZ SUS

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CHRIST being really preſent in the 
Sacrament, the Grace and Benedicti- 
on is not annexed to the ſenſible Spe- 
cies, but to the proper Subſtance of 
his Fleſh, which is living, and life- 
giving, becauſe of the Divinity which 
js united to it, Upon which Account 
all thoſe Who believe the Real Pre- 
* ſence, ought not to have any Difficul- 
ty to communicate under one ſole 
Species, becauſe they there receive all 
that is eflential to this Sacrament, to- 
gether with @ Plenitude ſo ſecure, be- 
cauſe there being now no real Sepa- 
ration betwixt the Body and the 
Blood (as hath been ſaid) we receive 
entirely, and without dividing him, 
who is folely capable to ſatiate us. 
This is the ſolid Foundation, upon 
which the Church, interpreting the 
Precept of Communion as declared, 
we may receive the Sanctification, - 
which this Sacrament carries with it, 
under one ſole Species; and if the has. 
reduced her Children to this fole Spe- 
cies, it was not out of Diſeſteem of 
the other, ſeeing on the contrary, ſhe 
did it to hinder thoſe Irreverences,

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which the Confuſion and Negligence 
of People had occaſioned in theſe la- 
ter Ages, reſerving to herſelf, the Re- 
eſtabliſhment of Communion under 
both Kinds, according as it ſhould 
become more advantagious to Peace 
and Unity. 

Catholic Divines have made it ap 
pear to thoſe of the pretended Refor. 
mation, how they themſelves have 
made Uſe of ſeveral ſuch like Inter. 
r in What belongs to the 

ſe of the Sacrament; but above all 
they had Reaſon to remark this which 
is taken out of the 12th. Chap, of their 
Diſcipline, Title of the Lord's Supper 
art. 7. Where we find theſe Words: 
The Bread of the Lord's Supper ought 
to be adminiſtred to thoſe who cannot 
drink Wine, upon their making Prott. 
ſtation, that it is not out of Contempt, 
and endeavouring what they can poll. 
bly; to obviate all Scandal even by af- 
proaching the Cup as near their Mouths 
as they are able. They have judged,

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 E munion : otherwiſe they ought to 
e have abſolutely refuſed the Sacra-

Jit whole and entire, and not to give 
r it them after a Manner contrary to 
d that which FESUS CHRIST had 
e commanded ; in which Caſe their 
Diſability would have been their Ex- 
cuſe. But ourAdverſaries conceived it 
would be an exceſſive Rigour, not to 
allow at leaſt one of the Species to 
thoſe, who could not receive the o- 
ther; and as this Condeſcendence has 
no Ground in Scripture, they muſt 
acknowledge with us the Words, by 
which FESUS CHRIST propoſes to 
us the two Species, are liable to ſome 
Interpretation, and that this Inter- 
pretation ought to be declared by 
the Authority of the Church.

In Effect, notwithſtanding the Synod 
of Vertueil, this Article remains in 
their Diſcipline, and has been alſo ap. 
proved by a latter Synod than that

viewed, and put into that State in 
which it now is. 
But ſuppoſing the Synods of the 
pretended Reform'd Religion had dit:

SECT. XVNL : 
The written and unwritten Word. 


HERE remains nothing more 
1 now, but to explicate what C. 
tholicks believe touching the wag 
8 | 0 
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of God, and the Authority of th 
Church. 7 
FESUS CHRIST having laid the 
Foundation of his Church by Preach- 
ing, the unwritten Word was the 
firſt Rule of Chriſtianity 3 and when 
the Writings of the zem Teſtament 
were added, this unwritten Word did 
not upon that Account loſe its Au- 
thority : Which makes us receive with 
equal Veneration all that wag ever 
taught by the Apoſtles, whether by 
Writing, or by Word of Mouth, as 
St. Paul himſelf has expreſly 2. Theſſ. 2. 
declared. And it is a moſt 14. | 
certain Sign, a Doctrine comes from 
the Apoſtles, when it is univerſally 
embraced by all Chriſtian Churches, 
without any Poſſibility of ſhewing its 
Beginning. We cannot chuſe but re. 
ceive all that is eſtabliſhed after this 
Manner, with the Submiſſion due to 
Divine Authority; and we are per. 
ſuaded, thoſe of the pretended Refor- 
mation, Who are not obſtinate, are in 
the Bottom of their Hearts of the 
ſame Opinion; it being impoſſible to 
believe a Doctrine, received from the 
Beginning 
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Beginning of the Church, can flow 
from any other Source than that of 
the Apoſtles. Wherefore our Adver- 
faries ought not to wonder if we, 
Who are careful to gather together 


all our Fathers have left us, ſhould 


conſerve the Depoſitum of Tradition 
as well as that of the Scriptures. 


SECT. XIX. 
The Authority of the Church. 


T H E Church being eſtabliſhed by 
God to be the Guardian of 
Scripture and Tradition, we receive 
the Canonical Scriptures from her ; 
and let our Adverſaries ſay what they 
Will, we doubt not but it is her Au- 
thority which principal'y determines 
them to reverence as Divine Books, 

the Canticle of Canticles, which has 

ſo few viſible Marks of a Propheti. 
cal Infpiration ; the Epiſtle of St. 
James, Which Luther rejected; and 
that of St. Jude, which might appear 
ſuſpected, becauſe of ſome Apocry. 


phal Books cited in it. In fine, it can 
only be from this Authority they re 


celve 
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ceive the whole Body of Scripture, 
which all as pas accept as Divine, 
before their Reading of it has made 
them ſenſible of the Spirit of God 
in It. | 
Being then inſeparably bound, as 
we are, to the Holy Authority of 
the Church, by Means of the Scrip- 
tures Which we receive from her 
Hands, we learn Tradition alſo from 
her; and by the Means of Tradition 
we learn the true Senſe of Scripture. 
Upon which Account the Church 
profeſſes, ſhe te!'s us nothing from 
her ſelf, and that ſhe invents nothing 
new in her Doctrine: ſhe does no- _ 
thing but declare the Divine Reve. 
lation, by the interior Direction of 
the Holy Ghoſt, who is given to her 
as her Teacher. | 
That Diſpute, which was raiſed in 
he very time of the Apoſtles, upon 
account of the Ceremonies of the 
Law, ſhews clearly, that the Holy 
hoſt explicates himſelf by the 
Burch; and their Acts have by the 
Method by which that firſt Conteſt 
as decided, taught all ſucceeding 
H Ages, 
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Ages, by what Authority all other 
Differences are to be ended. So that 
as often as there ſhall happen any Di. 
putes to cauſe a Diviſion among 

the Faithful, the Church will inter 
poſe her Authority, and her Paſtor

This 
great Doctor ſpeaking of St. Helena, Mother 
of Conſtant ine the Great, ſays, that havin 
found the true Croſs, to which Feſus Chriſt 
had been nailed, ſhe adored the King, and 
not the Wood: He is in the Right, 
no Body adores the Wood; the Figure is 
what renders it reſpecta ble; not on Account 
of what it is in itfelf, but of what it recalls 
to the Memory, The ſame St. Ambroſe has 
elſewhere ſaid, that in the Perſons of the 


then ador ed; and *tis not in different Re- 
ſpectsꝰtis adored for before it we perform 
an exterior Act of Adoration in proſtrating 
our ſelves: *tis not adored ; for the Intenti- 
on and inward Sentiments (in which true 
Worſhip conſiſts) go further and terminate 
in Feſus Chriſt himſelf. 

St. Thomas attributes to the Croſs the 
| I 3 Worſhip 
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W orſhip of Latria, which is the ſupreme; but 
he explains himſelf of a reſpective Latriz; 


which thereby ceaſes to be ſupreme and js 
fo called; but in as much as it is referred 
to Feſus Chriſt. 
The Principle of that holy Doctor, is 
this; that the Diſpoſition, or Motion of the 
Will that engages ourReſpe#t for the Image, 
is the ſame that refers it to the original, one 
and rother being united together. Who 
can blame this, when underſtood in this 
Senſe > no Body undoubtedly. If the Ex- 
reſſion do's not pleaſe, leave it as you find 
It z as Father Pet au has done without Heſitat. 
ing: For the Church has not adopted this 
Expreſſion of St. Thomas 3 but it wou'd be ve. 
ry weak and vain to be ſurpriſed at Things 
that have ſo reaſonable a Meaning. Certain- 
ly it deſerves Compaſſion only; and when 
we ſee that thoſe Cavils are puſhed ſo far 
as to break the Unity, it ſtrikes us with 
Horror. | 
Such Perſons as told you that whatever 
came from the Body of Feſus Chriſt ſhould be 
honoured or adored, have not formed jul 
Notions of what they honour 3 bur that 
what came out of the Body of the Saviour, 
thro? his Love for us; and which conle- 
quently may ſerve to make as remember that 
Love, as the Tears and Blood which he ſhed 
for our Sins; the Sweats which his holy and 
continual Fatigues were caule of; that thele 
and other Things of this Nature ſhou'd be 
 honour'd, js what can't he deny'd without 
be ing inſenſible to thoſe Marks of his 8. 
b 25 ; NC15% 
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ſs. If there be extant, any Part of that 
Blood or thoſe Tears; which the Church 
has not decided, but tolerates even on that 
Head, the Traditions of different Churches; 
nor need we ſearch too anxiouſly into the 
origine thereof; it's but an indifferent Que- 
tion thit regards not the Fundamentals of 
Religion. I ſhould only obſerve to you, that 
the Blood and Tears which are kept, as hav- 
jng come from the Body of Feſus Chriſt, are 
generally but ſuch as are aſſerted to have fal- 
len from certain Crucifixes, on particular 
and extraordinary Occaſions, which ſome 
Churches have preſerved in Memory of the 
Miracle; theſe are pious Opinions, which 
however the Church gives bur for ſuch as 
they are; and which are not, nor even can 
be an Object of Faith. 

Jam glad, Dear Brother, that you are to 
receive this Letter before Good- Friday; not 
that I ſuppoſe you to heſitate upon the A- 
dor ing the Croſs, you are in too good aSchoot 
for that; but that you may perform that 
work with greater feel ing, (whilſt you behold 
the whole Miſtery of Feſus Chriſt re- united in 
the Croſs alone) with all the Sentiments of 
Piety together, in the Honour you pay to it. 

It is there, Dear Brother, you will ſearch 
for, and acquire the invincible Courage of 
ſuffering, to the End the Martyrdom to- 
which your Profeſſion engages you, content 
with ſuch a Part as Feſus Chrift thinks fit to 
give you in his Sufferings and his Crown.” 

It is there you'll form a holy Reſolution 
of carrying your Crols each Day; and the 

2 14 Yoke 
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Yoke which your Saviour has put upon your 
Shoulders will become to you eaſy and ſweet. 
It js there in fine, you'll be inflam'd with a 

holy unchangeable Love for Feſus Chriſt, who 
bore yourSins on the Wood of the Croſs, who 
lo ved you and ga ve his Life for you; and the 
Honour you give him, will be lo much the 
greater, as the State he is therein is more ca- 
pable of producing Humiliation. 

Ask your Dr. Abbot for my Paſtoral Letter to 
the Faithful of my Dioceſs; you'll find in it 
the Solution of many Difficulties concern- 
ing exterior Worſhip. 

I ſhall take care to fend yon all my Works 
as ſoon as poſſible; ſince you defire jr. I dire} 
this Anſwer to the Monaſtery of N. to which 
you are now probably returned; or from 
whence, if you are not, your Dr. Abbot may 
ſend it you. Make your felt wortky to carry 
his Name, and of the tender regard he has for 
you: when he ſhall think fir to promote you
